RUSSIANS ARE AT BALKAN FRONT 


"Athens, Monday, July 31.—(Via London, August 22,)—(De 


layed by censor)—An initial brigade of Russian troops has ar 
rived at Saloniki to join the entente allies in the fighting in the 
Balkans. 


The arrival of the Russians has created a profound impression 


here. Even the royalists, who have consistently opposed partici 
pation in the war by Greece on the side of the entente allies, secmec 
almost stunned by the news that Russian troops had arrived to 
take the part in the campaign which under other conditions might 
have been taken by the Greek army 


The general feeling here is that the bringing in of Russian 


troops has dispelled definitely the dream of a greater Greece which 
fas conceived a year and a half ago by the then Premier Venizelqs 
v,ho carried Greece well on the way toward entrance into the war 
mill the entente allies. .

cation that the entente allies have 
decided to concentrate on this 
front forces sufficient for an in- 
dependent campaign. 
Russians Traveled 
Thousands of Miles 


It is only about 350 miles in an 


airline from Russia to Greece at 
the nearest point, hut Rumania 
and Bulgaria lie between and to 
bridge the distance the Russians 
wore obliged to travel thousands 
of miles. As the Bosphorus is 
closed by the Turks they were de- 
prived of the short sea route. The 
Russian troops which were sent 
to France earlier in the war made 
a journey of approximately 17,- 
500 miles, traveling to Port Dal- 
ny, Manchuria, 
overland, 
and

canal 
and

"Mediterranean. 


Since the White Sea is open at, 
this season, it is possible that the 
Russians traveled by the Atlantic 
route and reached Saloniki by 
way of Gibraltar and the Medi- 
terranean.

For 
the first time he told me of Mr. John Jacob Astor's generous offer 
to take him into partnership, with a fifth share in a business whose 
profits were $100,000 a year. His reasons for refusing " were, al- 
though ho respected Mr. Astor, he could never place himself on the 
sameJevel with him. 1 am not surprised, as Astor was a 
butcher's 


son at Waldorf—came as an emigrant to this country wilh a pack 
on his back. He peddled furs, was very clever, and is, I believe, one 
of the kings of the fur trade. He dined here, and ate his peas and 
ice cream with a knife." 


Waldorf Astor, who attracted attention by becoming an Eng- 


lishman some years ago, is said to have referred to his first Ameri- 
can ancestor as a "grim old aristocrat," yet James Gallatin, when 
his father was our minister to France, wrote in his diary

lows: "Really, Mr. Astor is dreadful. Father has to he civil to

as in 1812-13 he rendered great services to the treasury,

tor in the recently published "Diary of _ James Gallatin." . One
